THE GOLD STANDARD 


Read in conjunction with hard 
facts, the final report of the League 
of Nations Gold Delegation, which 
claims that the gold standard te- 
mains the best ‘available monetary 
mechaniam, fs likely to possess little 
more than academic interest. It 
1is all -very‘well to assert that the 
world's stocks of monetary gold are 
adequate to support the world's 
credit structure, but the fact re- 
mains that the gold has 
broken down.

Rather are they words of more 
frivoloua import, like “dancing,” 
“golf,” ‘five o'clock” and “film.” 
It ig a fact to he commended to 
the study of those who draw up 
comparative tables of national 
and racial: characteristics that 
when the sunny Mediterranean 
dweller wants expressions for 
amusement and sport it is to the. 
Anglo-American ‘tongue that he 
turns: for help.

It is unlikely that 
Italian will become purged of its 
English connexions. It is no 
easier for n country to be self- 
contained in the linguistic than 
in the economic sense, England 
herself found that out about the 
end of the nineteenth contury.

The two cars had about the same 
quality of low-centre of gravity; 
wheelbase and track were similar: 
and the total weights were prac- 
tically equal.

“low ratio” pattern, while the 
return journey car had fairly high 
ratio steering. In the last four 
or five years there has been a

The ideal of all ronds being 
oon-skid will ‘not come for many 
yeurs; meanwhile, it is a question 
whether the fashion of low ‘ratio 
steering has not gone n point too 
fur.

The advent of a now Austin 
model inapires the greatest In- 
terest in the motoring world, for 
tho designing genius of Sir Her- 
bert Austin Invariably: produces a 
car of considerable appeal and 
outatanding’ capabilitics. . 

The new Ton-Four, which now 
makes its appearance, has been 
introduced to mect a very definite 
demand, yet it cannot be said to 
follow the orthodox conception of 
the majority of cars of this par- 
ticular horse-power range. Ro i 

Though there is nothing freak- 
ish about the design of the new- 
comer, the car has individuality 
and no greater compliment could 
be paid than to say that it is a 
product worthy of the Austin 
tradition for sound engineering. 

The design is clean, definitely 
practical, and obviously the out- 
come of many yenrs experience in 
the manufacturing of small and 
light cars. 

The car is of low build, and-at 
even a first glance, one of its most 
outstanding quatities, | namely 
road stability, stands revealed. 
Due to its low weight of 16% 
ewt, {if possesses a power-to- 
weight ratio favourable enough to 
ensure a most satisfying perfor- 
mance, In every way it is a car 
to captivate, sturdy, yet ‘lively, 
and nupremely comfortable under 
all: conditions.

HONGKONG CHAMBER'S 
ENQUHUES 


From the Seeretary of the Hong- 
kang General Chamber of Commeree 
has been obtained an interesting sum.

ternatives, ej, by the vartous air 
majl routes by which letters are re- 
ceived and forwarded in the Straits 
Settlements, 
The Chamber of Commerce — also 
forwarded to Government a copy of 
the Straits Settlements Post OMee 
pro forma time table giving details 
of air mall services at present exist- 
ing, This was received from the 
Singapore Chamber of Commerce. 

The Postmaster General, Hong- 
kong, also obtained details of air mail 
services from the Director General 
of Posts. at Bandoeng ond the 
Federated Malay States Director of 
Posts and Telegraphs. 


The Dutch Serviee. 


The only air mail service with 
which it appears feaeible at the mo- 
tent for Hongkong mails to connect 
is the weekly service vin Singapore 
and Alor Star, Hongkong mails to 
) London connecting with this service, 
pit js claimed, would take at least 16 
or 17 days—a saving of four or five 
days only compured with the route 
from — Hongkong vin Siberia. (Lat- 
lerlyy however, there has been some 
speeding up on this route.)

BRITAIN AND ARGENTINE 
TRADE RELATIONS 


London, June 10. 

The fact that nothing has in-
